RECORDS OF JAMES STEELMAN OF YE OLDE GREATE EGG HARBOUR

*James Steelman was the son of Hans Mansson and Ella Stille. He was the grandson of Olof Stille. 
*James Steelman was born 1660s/1670s in present day Pennsylvania, USA. He lived in Egg Harbor 
Township, Gloucester County, New Jersey, on or before 1695. He died there in 1734. This area became a 
part of Atlantic County in 1837. Egg Harbor Township can also be found referred to as “Great Egg 
Harbor Township” or “Greate Egg Harbour.” It is not to be confused with Little Egg Harbor Township, or 
Egg Harbor City, as they were different places. 

*James Steelman was married twice, and had children with both marriages. His first wife was Susannah 
Toy, and children with her were: Hans/Haunce/Hance, Andrew, Susannah, John, James, Elias, and 
Mary/Maria. His second wife was Katherine Ouster, and he had one son with her named Peter Steelman. 
*Based upon James Steelman’s will which mentions his plantation, and land records that mention his son 
Peter’s lands, and the 1773 Egg Harbor Township tax list, I believe James Steelman was buried in the 
ancient Steelman burial ground in Steelmanville, Egg Harbor Township, New Jersey. The burial ground 
has no markers, and is thought to date back to the 1700s. James’ son Peter’s lands bordered William 
Jeffryes and Andrew Blackman Sr.’s lands, per land records and the 1773 tax list, which makes it highly 
probable that this ancient burial ground could be James Steelman and his son Peter Steelman’s place of 
burial. 

*James Steelman is my 7th great-grandfather on one line, and my 8th great-grandfather on another line. 
*T have proven my line with The Swedish Colonial Society, and have forefather status back to Olof Stille. 
*James Steelman’s father (Hans Mansson) came to New Sweden (a part of present day USA) from 
Sweden as a convict indentured servant, in 1641, for a sentence of 6 years. He then became a free man, 
and he married Ella, daughter of Olof Stille. Hans Mansson's name can be found spelled with multiple 
variations, such as: Hans, Hance, Hamce, Haunce, Hame, Hanes, Mansson, Monsier, Monson, and 
Monseur. After Hans Mansson died, the family adopted the surname of “Steelman.” A deed that confirms 
the name change from "Mansson" to "Steelman" is at New Jersey State Archives, West Jersey Deed Book 
DD, page 206, 25 MAY 1730, Conveyance by Charles Steelman (who was grandson of Hans Mansson 
and Ella Stille), and the deed states "...land was purchased of William Biddle by Hance Monsier 
grandfather of the said Charles Steelman by deed of 10 APR 1888 and sometime after was bequeathed by 
Hance Monsier to Charles Steelman father of the grantor, Party to this Present by the last will and 
testament of ye P. Haunce Monsier..." This deed mentions that Hans left a will, but his will has never been 
found. Reference: New Jersey State Archives: DD (WJ) : Folio 206 (SSTSE023). 

*James Steelman’s grandfather, Olof Stille, was born 1610 in Sweden, and came to the New World in 
1641. He first settled in the present day area of Ridley/Eddystone, Delaware County, Pennsylvania, USA, 
in between the Ridley and Crum Creeks. In 1656, he was appointed Chief Justice of the first Swedish 
Court. Around 1664, he removed to Moyamensing (present day Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, USA). 
*Interestingly, my family’s migration patterns have come full circle, starting with Olof Stille in 
Ridley/Eddystone, Delaware County (aka “Delco’”’), PA, USA, in the 1640s, then removing to 
Philadelphia, PA, then my line in Egg Harbor Township, NJ, by 1695, and staying there 200 years, then 
removing to Atlantic City, NJ, then Philadelphia, PA, and finally back to Ridley, Delaware County, PA. I 
am a true Delco “OG”! Ha-ha-ha.

1759 DEED which mentions Peter Steelman’s lands. Peter Steelman was the youngest son of James 
Steelman. Peter’s lands bordered Andrew Blackman, Sr’s lands and the lands of William Jeffryes. This 
places this Steelman branch of the family in the Steelmanville area of Egg Harbor Township. The 
Jeffryes/Jeffers/Jeffries family is my direct line. My great-grandmother was Ella Jeffries of Steelmanville, 
and she married Elvern Bacon Headley, and moved to Atlantic City, NJ. My Jeffries family was in this 
area by 1759 then, per this deed. That is the furthest back that I can trace for my Jeffryes side. Through 
my great-grandmother Ella, that is how I get back to my two Steelman lines, and my Risley line. This 
deed concurs with the 1773 Egg Harbor Tax List, which finds Peter Steelman, William Jeffryes, and 
Andrew Blackman all listed together. I am mentioning this deed, because it places Peter Steelman in the 
right place to be buried in the ancient Steelmanville burial ground; and thus, very probable that James 
Steelman was buried there, too, since James mentioned his plantation in his will when mentioning son 
Peter Steelman. This deed was made 20 OCT 1759, but not recorded until 7 JUN 1834, which is why it 
luckily still exists! Almost everything is spelled wrong in this deed. The transcriber confused the “J” in 
“Jeffryes” for a “T,” so it is filed wrong, because the transcriber thought William Jeffryes’ name was 
“William Tegphares.” Patcong Creek was spelled as “Bad Conke Crick.” I found this deed while 
researching Andrew Blackman, Sr., since he was the neighbor of my family. Had I not researched Andrew 
Blackman, I probably would have never found this deed. Andrew Blackman, Sr., married Mary/Maria 
Steelman Allen, who was James Steelman’s daughter from his first marriage to Susannah Toy. I have 


several DNA matches through this line, where we connect back at James Steelman. One of the witnesses 
who signed this deed in 1759 was “John Coser.” He lived down by Gregory’s Neck Branch, which was by 
the Somers Point area, and I found that out be reviewing many surveys/resurveys/maps involving Andrew 
Blackman. I have transcribed the deed: 

This Indenture Maid the Twenteth day of October in the Year of Our Lord 1759 Between Andrew Blacman 
of Grate Eggharbour in the County of Glocester and Province of West New Jersey Yeoman of the One part 
And William Tegphares of Grate Eggharbour bour in the County afore sd ye province Shoemaker of the 
other part Witnesseth that the said Andrew Blacman in ye consideration of the sum of 100 Pounds 
Proclamation money to him in hand Paid by the said William Tepharess at or before the Ensealing of 
these presents y deliverre the Receipt Whare of ye said Andrew Blacman Doth hereby own and 
acknowledge and there of and of Every Part and percel thereof Doth hereby acquit Release and Discharg 
the said William Tepharess his heirs Exers admrs and Every of than for Ever by these Presants Hath 
granted Bargainedsold alinateed encoffed Released Conveyed and Confirmed and Doth by these presents 
fully Clarely and absolutely Grant Bargain sell alienate Enfcoff Release Convey and Confirm untothesd 
Williamm Tephares his Hares and assigns for Ever All that certain Tract of Land and Meadour Situated 
Lying and Being in the township of Grate Eggharbour and County of Gloucester and Province aforesd 
Lying and being on the Crick Called Bad Conke Crick on the Northwest side of the same Beginning at a 
Mouth of a Crick know known by the name of the line Crick between Peter Steelman and Andrew 
Blacman form thence Northeastardly binding bad Conke Crick 2 chain to a stake then north 52 degrees 
east 8 chain to a pine tree standing on a Pint of Land Marked on fore sides for a corner then north 14 
degrees west crossing a Cove of Medar to a Pine Tree marked on fore sids for a corner 7 chain thence 
north 32 degrees west 77 degrees chain by a Line of marked trees to 3 small Balck Oaks upon one grub 
marked on fore sids for a Corner from thence south 58 degrees west 13 chain to a large white oak tree 
Marked on fore sids for a Corner then south near 32 degrees east to a corner black oake of Peter 
Steelmans from thence bounding down the same Throo the Woodland and cleared land the several Corse 
is to the Line Crick from thence the several corses to the Place of beginning at the Mouth of the same 
Containing 100 acres with usul allowance for highways be the same more or less Together with all and 
Singaller the Rits and Members Privaledgs Improvements Heredityments and appurtenances then unto 
belonging with the Reversions and Remainders and Remainders Rents Issues and profits thereof To Have 
and to Hold the said Hereby Granted premases With ther appurtenances unto the said William Tephares 
his Heirs Executors administrators and Assigns to the only Proper use and behoffe of the said William 
Tephares his Heirs Executors administrators and assigns forEver in as large and ample a maner as the 
aforesaid Andrew Blacman Ever Injoyed the same and the said Andrew Blacman and Marah his wife 
themselves their Heirs Executors administrators or assigns shall Warrant and Defend against all persons 
whatsoever Lawfully Clameing or Pertending to Clame and Part or percell of the within 100 acres of 
Land further the said Andrew Blacman Marah his wife for themselves and their Heirs and there all 
Persons Clameing under them or them Shall and will from time to time and at any time Heeare after 
Dureing the Space of Seven Years Next Ensuing the Date hereof at the Proper Cost and Charges in the 
Law of Him the said William Tephares his Heirs or assigns make do suffer Execute and acknowledge or 
Cause to procure to be maid done Suffered Executed and acknowledged for the Better and more perfect 
assuring Sure Makeing Conveying and confirming Ye said granted and Bargained 100 acres of Land with 
the usual allowance for Highways. In Witness whareof ye said Andrew Blackman and Mary his wife above 
Named in these Presents hath here unto this present Indenture of Bargain and Sale set their Hands and 
Seal the Day and Year first above written.

In the Name of God Amen the second Day of August In the year of our Lord 1734 I James Steelman 
of Egg Harbour, In the County of Gloucester, in the Province of West New Jersey, Gentleman, being 
in perfect health of Body and mind and memory, thanks be Given unto God for it therefore Calling unto 
mind the mortality of my body Knowing that it is appointed for all men once to Die do make and ordain 
this my Last Will and Testament That is to say Principally and first of all I Give and Recommend my Soul 
into the Hands of God that Gave it and for my Body I Recommend it to the Earth to be Buried in a 
Christian Like and Decent manner at the Discretion of my Executors nothing Doubting but at the Generall 
Resurrection I shall Receive the same again by the mighty power of God and as Touching such worldly 
Estate where with it hath pleased God to Bless me in this Life I Give Devise and Dispose of the same in 
the following manner and form. 

Imprimis I Give and Bequeath to Katharine Steelman my Dearly Beloved wife on half of all my 
moveable Estate Excepting my Slaves and Servants and after all my Just Lawfull Debts are paid and 
Legacies are paid then the said half of my moveable Estate I do freely Give to my said wife Katharine 
Steelman and her Heirs and assigns forever also I do Give to my said wife Katharine Steelman of all my 
Estate that is to say all my Lands and Cedar Swamps and Beaches with the use of all my houses, 
outhouses, Barnes, mills, orchards, and all other things belonging or appertaining to the said Lands and 
marsh and Cedar Swamp and beach or mill as Long as she the said Katharine shall Remain my widow and 
no longer and also I do Give to my said wife Katharine the use of the other half of my moveable estate 
with my slaves and servants as long as she shall Remain my widow and no Longer also I do constitute 
make and ordain my said wife Katharine Steelman and my son John Steelman Executors of this my 
Last Will and Testament. 

Item: I Give and Bequeath to my son Andrew Steelman the sum of ten shillings Good and Lawfull 
money and the Reason that I Give him no more is because I have Given him a plantation and many other 
things of Considerable Value all Ready. 

Item: I Give and Bequeath to my son Hance Steelman the sum of five shillings Good and Lawfull 
money and the Reason that I Give him no more is because I have Given him a plantation and many other 
things of Considerable Value all Ready. 

Item: I Give and Bequeath to my son John Steelman at the Day of his mother-in-law Katharine 
Steelmans Death or marriage whichever shall happen first all that Tract of Land and marsh which I 
bought of John English whereon the mill stands together with his mill, houses, outhouses, orchards, 
improvements, and all other profits as fully and amply as mentioned in the Deed of Purchase for the said 
Land which Land and thereunto Belonging I do freely Give to my son John Steelman his Heirs and 
assigns forever upon this Consideration he the said John Steelman paying the sum of ten pounds Good 
and Lawfull money unto my Granddaughter Susannah the daughter of my son John Steelman when 
the said Land shall come into his possession. 

Item: I Give and Bequeath to my son James Steelman the 200 acres of Land and marsh where he now 
Lives that is mortgaged in the Loan office which said Land and marsh I Do freely Give to my son James 
Steelman to him his Heirs and assigns forever also I go Give to my son James Steelman the sum of five 
shillings Good and Lawfull money. 


Item: I Give and bequeath to my son Elias Steelman the sum of five shillings Lawfull money and the 
Reason that I Give him no more is because I have Given him a plantation and other things of 
Considerable Value all Ready. 

Item: I Give and bequeath to my Daughter Susannah Kean five shillings Lawfull money and the 
Reason that I Give her no more is because I have Given her many Valueable things all Ready. 

Item: I Give and Bequeath to my Daughter Mary Blackman the sum of five shillings Lawfull money 
and the Reason that I Give her no more is because I have Given her many Valuable things all Ready. 
Item: I Give and Bequeath unto my well Beloved son Peter Steelman all the plantation I now Live on 
from the East side Joyning to my son Hance’s place to the west side Joyning to my son Andrew’s 
Land Bounding upon Pattcunks Creek with all his proffits and Immunities thereunto Belonging as 
mentioned by Deeds of Purchase and former Surveys to him his Heirs and assigns for Ever also I Give 
and Bequeath to my said son Peter Steelman all that Tract of Land containing 200 acres more or less 
formerly Bought of James Adams and Judah Allen as appears more att Large By a Deed of purchase 
for the said Lands together with all ye profitts and advantages thereunto Belonging to be Enjoyed by him 
his Heirs and assigns for Ever also I Give and Bequeath to my said son Peter Steelman all my Cedar 
Swamps and Beach to be Enjoyed by him his Heirs and assigns for Ever and also I do Give to my said son 
Peter Steelman all that tract of Land and marsh that was bought of Peter Scull to him his Heirs and 
assigns for Ever but my said son Peter Steelman is not to have any of the aforementioned as Long as his 
mother Katharine Steelman Remains my widow but if his mother should marry before he the said Peter 
should Come to age then to be put out for the use of the said Peter Steelman my son also I Do Give to my 
son Peter Steelman six Cows and six sheep to be put out to the halves for the use my son Peter Steelman 
Immediately after my Decease and also I Do Give to my son Peter Steelman the other halves of my 
moveable Estate with my Slaves and Servants to him the said Peter and his assigns for Ever att the Day of 
his mother Katharine’s Death or marriage which ever shall happen first and also it is my will that if my 
son Peter Steelman should Die before he Comes to the age of 21 years of age then all the Lands, 
Goods, and Chattles to be Equally Divided in Quantity and Quallity Between my surviving Sons and 
Daughters and my Beloved wife to have an Equall share with them. 

Item: I Give and Bequeath to my Granddaughter Susannah Steelman one cow and calf and one mare 
and I Do also appoint my Loveing friend Nathan Lake to be a Trustee to for this my Last Will and 
Testament performed And I do hereby utterly Disallow Revoke and Disannul all and Every other former 
Testament, wills, Legacies, and Executors by me in any ways before this time Named willed and 
bequeathed Ratifying and Confirming this and no other to be my Last will and Testament In Witness 
whereof I have here unto set my hand and Seal the Day and Year above Written.

To Candill Stickes, potts, caldrens, and shuchlike [candle sticks, pots, cauldron] = 7 pounds, 5 shillings 
To a fire Shousell and tongs, frying Pans, Grid irons = 3 pounds, 8 shillings 

To 10 horses and mears = 30 pounds 

To 2 Carts = 1 pound, 10 shillings 

To 2 Cornows = 2 pounds, 12 shillings 

To one pair of Stilerds = 1 pound 

To swine = 6 pounds 

To ould Puttar = 1 pound, 5 shillings

Carla Welsh is the 3rd great-granddaughter of Evin Jeffries, Jr., and Hannah Risley of 
Steelmanville, Egg Harbor Township, New Jersey. They lived on Ocean Heights Avenue, just 
about where the Garden State Parkway now crosses over it; in fact, their home was knocked down 
when the parkway was built. Evin and Hannah are buried in Zion Cemetery, Zion Road, 
Bargaintown, Egg Harbor Township, Atlantic County, New Jersey. 

Carla Welsh is the 4th great-granddaughter of Samuel Risley and Mary “Polly” Stebbins/Stibbins 
of Risleyville/Smiths Landing, Egg Harbor Township, New Jersey. They lived on the northeast 
side of Tilton Road, near Lakes Bay. They are buried in Mount Pleasant United Methodist 
Cemetery, Pleasantville, Atlantic County, New Jersey. 

Carla Welsh is the 5th great-granddaughter of Nathaniel Risley and Sarah Steelman of Risleyville, 
Egg Harbor Township, New Jersey. They lived on the northeast side of Tilton Road, near Lakes 
Bay. They were probably buried in Zion United Methodist Church Cemetery, Zion Road, Egg 
Harbor Township, Atlantic County, New Jersey. Nathaniel served as Private in the Gloucester 
County NJ Militia during the Revolutionary War, and his father Jeremiah Risley served as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the same. My Risley line traces back several generations to Richard Risley, one of 
the founders of Hartford, Connecticut, in the 1600s. 

Carla Welsh is the 6th great-granddaughter of Peter Steelman and Sarah __ (maiden name said 
to be “Beaston,” but no proof exists of that). They lived in Egg Harbor Township, near the 
Patcong Creek. Based upon land records, Peter probably lived in the Steelmanville area of the 
township. Peter is probably buried in the ancient Steelman burial ground in Steelmanville. His 
land bordered the Jeffryes property and Andrew Blackman’s property (Andrew Blackman was 
married to Maria/Mary Steelman, who was Peter’s half sister). 

Carla Welsh is the 7th great-granddaughter of James Steelman and Katherine Ouster (James was 
previously married to Susannah Toy). They lived in Egg Harbor Township, NJ. James is probably 
buried in the ancient Steelman burial ground in Steelmanville.

John’s headstone was engraved 
entirely wrong, per primary documentation in my possession. His name was spelled wrong, and 
his birth and death dates were engraved wrong by two years each. Judith’s headstone was 
engraved correctly.

INFORMATION ABOUT THE ANCIENT STEELMANVILLE BURIAL GROUND, WHICH I 
BELIEVE IS THE FINAL RESTING PLACE OF JAMES STEELMAN AND HIS SON, PETER 
STEELMAN: 


There is an ancient Steelman burial ground that dates back to the 1700s in Steelmanville, Egg Harbor 
Township, Atlantic County, New Jersey. Many "Steelmans" are thought to be buried in it. The burial 
ground did not have any known markers. It is possible that in the 1700s, the graves once may have had 
wooden markers. There is no list of who was buried in it. As of now, there is nothing there to see. The 
burial ground is on private property and not to be trespassed. You cannot tell from above ground that it 
was once a burial ground. It was located approximately somewhere near the end of Luis Drive/Osprey 
Court and the Garden State Parkway, in Steelmanville, Egg Harbor Township, Atlantic County, New 
Jersey. 


The following two deeds mention the location of this ancient burial ground in Steelmanville: 


16 AUG 1833: John W. Jeffryes, Sr., conveys land to Andrew Ketchum (who was his son-in-law and first 
husband of his daughter Judith Jeffryes). Both parties of Egg Harbor Township, Gloucester County, NJ 
(before 1837, this area was a part of Gloucester County; now it is a part of Atlantic County). John was 
married to Judith Steelman, the daughter of Andrew Steelman and Hannah Ingersoll. It is highly probable 
that John W. Jeffryes is the son of William Jeffryes, mentioned above in the 1759 deed involving Andrew 
Blackman and Peter Steelman. This 1833 deed mentions the "Burying Ground" and 1/2 acre sold for a 
school house lot, which was in the Steelmanville area of Egg Harbor Township. Gloucester County Deed 
Book H3, page 352, etc.

The next deed is in Atlantic County Deed Book 71, page 444, etc.: 

28 AUG 1878: The Grantor is William Lake, and he was the executor of the deceased Peter Steelman of 
Steelmanville, Egg Harbor Township. Peter was married to Lydia ___. Per Peter's will dated 30 SEP 1876, 
he ordered William Lake his executor to sell his land. The grantee is Brazier Booye. The land being sold 
is in Egg Harbor Township: "...Beginning in the center of a small creek that empties into Patcong Creek 
just below what is called Jeffries Landing and at the NORTHEAST corner of Larner Steelman's lot and 
runs in his line south...(many measurements)... also a corner to Evin Jeffries’ line (that is Evin Jeffries, the 
son of Evan Jeffryes, Sr., and Sarah "Sallie" Young, and grandson of John W. Jeffryes and Judith 
Steelman. Evin was married to Hannah Risley, the daughter of Samuel Risley and Mary "Polly" Stebbins, 
and granddaughter of Nathaniel Risley and Sarah Steelman, and great-grandaughter of Peter Steelman 
(c.1731-c.1775), who's land this area used to belong to - he was son of James Steelman and 2nd wife 
Katherine Ouster). Many more measurements listed... to a cedar stump in Samuel Sampson's line and said 
to be the stump of a tree called for in the deed from John Jeffryes to Peter Steelman dated 29 AUG 1836... 
to a corner by Larner Steelman and Andrew Booye to stand in the old line of John Jeffryes and Steelman 
also at the west corner of the "old graveyard" thence in what is called the old Jeffryes line... to a stone in 
the center of the road that leads from Joseph Scull's to Bargaintown... then north, then east... in a line of 


the Friendship Methodist Protestant Church...more measurements... to a line of 10 acres willed by said 


Peter Steelman to his sister Hannah Haines/Harris... more measurements/more names listed...
